Criticisms 


Since  the  criticism  tit  one's  work  is  always  a  most  important  feature,  it  is 
clearlv  evident  tliat  mudi  stress  must  be  ])lace(l  U]ioii  the  critic. 

This  is  Mr.  .Magee's  department— he  emjiloys  no  substitute.  He  jiersonally 
examines  everv  detail  of  your  work,  clearly  jioiuts  out  every  good  and  commend- 
able feature  and  emjiliaticallv  calls  attention  to  any  faults  or  weaknesses.  He  does 
not  simi)lv  mark  your  work'as  "good."  "fair"  or  "p.xir."     Such  procedure  would 

work  disaster.  Where  your  work  is  good,  lie  tells  you 
why  it  is  good,  and  where  it  is  faulty,  he  tells  you 
exactly  what  to  do  to  remedy  it.
